HONOLULU, T. H., March 27.—The 
United States submarine F4, submerged 
in 800 feet of water, outside the har- 
bor since 9:15 a. m. Thursday, is being 
raised slowly today. It is thought proba- 
ble by the rescue workers that the craft 
will be brought to the surface within a 
few hours. Capt. Duffy of the navy 
yard said last night there was a fighting 
chance to save the lives of the 21 men 
imprisoned in the submarine. 

The dredger California, dispatched 
vom the Pearl Harror Naval Station, 
in response to a radiogram, reached the 
scene at midnight and worked with the 
Alert, mother ship of the submarine 
flotilla. Chains were passed under the 
bow and stern of the submerged sub- 
marine, the dredger sunk into the water 
and the chains tightened. The water 
then was pumped out of the dredger, 
causing her to rise higher in the water. 
thus providing lifting power to raise 
the submarine. 

Army Hospital in Readiness, 

The army department hospital is in 
readiness to receive the men of the F% 
when the submarine is raised. Col. 
Ebert has placed his hospital staff and 


ey -. equipment at the service of the navy. 
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The weather is fine. The bright moon- 
light facilitated the work during the 
night. 

lt was discovered last night that the 
buoy which had been believed to be 
attached to F4 was in reality an aban- 
doned working buoy used by the sub- 
marine flotilla fh practice. 

Soundings and divers’ descriptions of 
the ocean bottom over which the ves- 
sel must be dragged, informed res- 
cuers of a sudden rise in the ocean 
floor nearly 560 feet high. This ridge 
forms the lip of the submarine crater 
in which the F4 is believed to lie. 

Life-Saving Devices on Hand. 

Although virtually all hope for the 
lives of the submarine complement of 
2i men had been abandoned, physicians 
and life-saving apparatus were on hand 
and tireless efforts at resuscitation were 
to be begun as soon as entrance had 
been obtained to the hull. : 

The work of raising the submarine was 
held up temporarily while the cables at- 
tached to the submerged craft were 
tested. 


F@s Supply of Oxygen Was Limited 
to 24 Hours.) 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—While the 
fate of the 21 men imprisoned in the 
submarine FY appeared sealed today, 
yet reports anxiously were awaited here 
that the disabled fighter had been 
brought to the surface in the faint hope 
that a responding spark of life re- 
mained in some of the victims. The F%4 
had been designed to resist pressure at 
e depth of about 30 fathoms—3800 feet— 
but the fact that she had been sub- 
merged for that distance since Thursday 
and that her supply of oxygen was lim- 
ited to 2% hours, teft scarcely any 
chance that any of her crew would 

reach the surface alive. 

Suggestions were advanced that the 
submarine might not have been’ sub- 
» merged at great depth for the entire 
' time since Thursday, but that was not 
- .generally credited. Her prolonged ab- 
gence and failure to signal to her sister 
ships appeared to make certain that she 
fell victim to accident soon after she 

submerged and plunged to the bottom. 

Causes of the accident have aroused

FIRED IN TWO HOURS ON 
NIGHT PRZEMYSL FELL 


Sky With Shots

Austrians Poured Murderous Hail Into Russian 
Trenches, Shook Earth for Miles and Filled 


Before Surrender. 


PRZEMYSL, Galicia, Tuesday, 
March 23, via Petrograd, March 27.— 
The night preceding the surrender to 
the Russians of the Austrian fortified 
position at Przemysl was hideous in 
the Russian lines with the roar of 
guns and the shock of exploding 
shells. Never on this frontier during 
the war has there been such a bom- 
bardment. 

Standing outside the wallg of the 
fallen fortress today a correspondent 
of the Associated Press. heard the 
story of the besieged and the besieg- 
ers, while the smoke of battle was 
still hanging in heavy clouds over- 
head. The night of March 21-22 the 
Austrians maintained an unprecedent- 
ed fire upon the Russian positions. 
The hut in which the Russian staff 
officers had their quarters shook like 
a leaf, and the ground for miles 
around trembled as though rent by 
an unending series of earthquakes. 
All night long the sky was red with 
the bursting of shells. The cannonad- 
ing reached its greatest intensity be- 
tween 4 and 6 o’clock in the morning. 
It is safe to say that nobody in either 
army slept that night, although they 
were accustomed to weeks of bom- 


‘bardment. During these two hours 


10,000 shells were fired. 
Austrians Are Driven Back. 

Before dawn a scouting division of 
Russians drove back the Austrians who 
were in occupation of the outlying posi- 
tions. Backing up this movement the 
entire Russian army facing the Aus- 
trians began to close in on them. As 
this advance was made, the Austrians 
from ali sides retired to the protection 
of the fortress. Suddenly telegrams be- 
gan reaching Russian headquarters from 
various points, declaring that the Aus- 
trians were blowing up their forts. At 
the same time the Austrian fire slack- 
ened to a certain extent and above the 
roar of the artillery could be heard the 
deep roar of explosions from within the 
fortress. . 

The Russians continued advancing, the 
men running forward among exploding 


} mines. Occasionalfy rifle firing was 


heard. 

Towards 8 o’clock in the morning 
of March 22 white flags began ap- 
pearing over the tops of the Austrian 
forts. The Russian fire thereupon 
ceased. Then a group of Austrian 
officers under a flag of truce ap- 
peared, making its way from one of 
the forts in the direction of the Rus- 
siah headquarters. Soon from all di- 
rections Austrian divisions appeared, 
walked quietly toward the Russian 
ranks. The officers bore their arms, 
but the soldiers were mostly un- 
armed. Others were observed throw- 
ing away their rifles as they came 
on. These Austrian troops spoke in 
friendly and kindly tones to the Rus- 
sian soldiers, and saluted the Russian 
officers. 

The river Vichore, a tributary of 
the San, separated the Russians from. 
the Austrian forts on one section of 
the front. At this point the railroad 
bridge had been blown up, and the 
Russians had difficulty in crossing. 
The men made their way as best they 
could over the remains of the 
wrecked bridge, while the Cossacks 
swam their horses. The correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press: crossed 
with the Obssacks. 

Ammunition Is Destroyed. 

A notable feature of the advance was 
that'all of Przemysl was covered with 
heavy clouds of smoke.. Loud detona- 
tions continued, and it was evident that 
the Austrians were destroying the re- 
mainder of their ammunition. 

In the suburbs of Przemysl many 
horses recently killed and still saddled 
were seen as the Russians came in. 

Discussion of the terms of surrender 
occupied the entire day. In the mean- 
time and until evening, the sound of 
explosions from within the fortress con- 
tinued. 

All day long soldiers straggled from 
the fortress without arms. They were 
rounded up and taken to Russian head- 
quarters.

| SHOT BY A BOY IN 


DAYLIGHT ROBBERY 


Henry Starr, Notorious Outlaw, 
Captured in Raid on Two 
Banks at Stroud. 


ELEVEN MEN IN~ BAND 


Posse of 300 Have Desperados 
Surrounded in Pasture— 
Fight Is Expected. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., March 27.— 
Two banks at Stroud, Ok., were robbed 
early today of $5000 and one of the rob- 
bers, said to be Henry Starr, a much- 
sought bandit, was shot and captured. 
Eleven men were in the band, which is 
surrounded by a posse of 300 in a gully 
two miles east of Stroud. A fight is ex- 
pected. The men rode into Stroud at 
1 o’clock and tied their horses at the 
stockyards. They were unmasked and 
walked directly to the Stroud National 
Bank. One of the robbers at the same 
moment entered the First National Bank 
and robbed it. 

As they came out, citizens began run- 
ning into the streets, armed with such 
weapons as they could gather quickly. 
Many shots were fired. As one'of the 
robbers was mounting his horse, Paul 
Curry, 16 years old, pointed his rifle at 
the robber nearest him, and as he did so 
the robber reached under his arm for a 
revolver. 

“Drop that gun or I’ll shoot,’’ Curry 
called to him, 

The man was Starr and as He dropped 
the revolver the boy fired. The bullet 
struck the man’s leg and he was unable 
to mount his horse. He was captured 
by the boy and others and is now under 
guard. The captive is one for whom 
the State has offered $1000 reward. The 
other robbers rode out of town under a 
heavy fire. They were hardly out of 
sight before dozens of citizens were 
mounting their horses. 

In less than thirty’ minutes the rob- 
bers were surrounded by 300 men in a 
pasture two miles east of Stroud. Scores 
more were coming from all directions, 
the alarm having been sent out by tele- 
phone to the farmers and to nearby 
towns. — 

The captured bandit has been identified 
by diamonds found on him and known to 
have been in his possession. He also 
was identified by pictures and a descrip- 
tion circulated by the police several 
hweeks ago. It is reported he has admit- 
ted his identity. .A battle is expected at 
any time tn the pasture east of Stroud. 
Automobiles. have been pressed into serv- 
ice to carry armed men to the scene. 


SON OF EX-JUDGE ZACHRITZ, 
HURT TWO YEARS AGO, DIES 


Edgar F. Zachritz, 26 years old. of 
4229 West Pine boulevard, died at 8 a. 
m. today at the home of his father, 
former Circuit Judge William Zachritz. 
at 2921 Lafayette avenue. His death is 
ascribed by the family to injuries suf- 
fered in a basket ball game at the Mis- 
souri Athletic Club, more than two 
years ago, when another player struck 
him in the stomach with his elbow. 

The injury was painful at the time, but 
Zachritz apparently recovered and it 
was not believed he was seriously hurt. 

Stomagh trouble developed last sum- 
mer. Physicians said it was caused by 
the old injury. Zachritz then was living 
at his West Pine boulevard home. When 
his condition became serious. he and his 
wife, who was Miss Emily Dietrich, went 
to the home of Judge Zachritz. 

For several months Zachritz had 
been bedridden. Several operations 
were performed, but they gave, only 
temporary relief. 

He was a Yale University craduate 
and while at college he was noted as 
an athlete. After graduation he took 
up the practice of law as his father’s 
partner.

Former Racetrack Promoter 
and Saloon Keeper Under Treat- 
ment for Several Months. 


SST WIFE A YEAR AGO 


Was Captain in Union Army and 
a Former Mayor of 
Moberly, Mo. 


Capt. P. J. Carmody, 79 years old, 8a- 
loon keeper in St. Louis for nearly # 
years, Civil War veteran and former 
racetrack promoter, died at St. John's 
Hospital last night. He had been under 
treatment for acute asthma for several 


months. 
Carmody’s sudden decline was a great 


shock to his friends, as he had been 
noted for his rugged physique and sol- 
dierly bearing and was thought to be in 
perfect health. Since the death of his 
wife about a year ago Capt. Carmody 
had ‘made his home at the Jefferson 
Hfotel. 

The Rev. Father Thomas E. Sher- 
man, son of Gen. Sherman, was one of 
the friends who visited Carmody short- 
ly before his death. Father Sherman 
eaid his father was a great admirer of 
Carmody and never tired of telling of 
the ‘Fighting Irishman’s’ valor _ in 
many Civil War battles. 

When in the hospital, several days 
before his death, Carmody sent to the 
office of the Post-Dispatch his pension 
eheck for $75, with instructions that the 
money was to be contributed to the Bel- 
gian relief fund. It. was sent to the 
Belgian Minister at Washington. 

Proud of Three Things. 

Capt. Carmody was proud of three 

things—his military record of participa- 


tion in 22 Civil War battles, his mem- 


bership in the Military Order of the 
Loyal Legion, and the fact that he was 
ence Maygr of Moberly, Mo. 

The statement has never been disput- 
ed that Carmody was the only St. Louis 
ealoon keeper who eve> was admitted to 
the Loyal Legion, but according to of- 
ficers of that organization an erroneous 


impression has been had by many that 


the rules of ‘the organization were 
suspended or modified to admit Car- 
mody. The records show that Carmody 
was admitted because of his distin- 
guished service as a soldier. One of 
his sponsors was Gen, W. T. Sherman, 
under whom he served as a Captain. 

Many who knew of Carmody’s war 
record were ignorant of the fact that 
every three months when he received 
his pension as a Union soldier he turned 
the money over to the Missouri Home 
for Confederate soldiers, 

Why Me Helped Confederates. 

When intimate friends would comment 
on this Carmody would say: ‘Well, I 
helped lick those fellows and it’s as 
little as I could do to help them forget 
tneir troubles in their old age.” 

In the nearly % years of his life he 
had been a Fenian raider in Ireland, a 
printer, a farmer, a deckhand on a 
steamboat, a politician and office holder 
and a race track promoter, but St.Louis 
knew him best as a saloon keeper of the 
old school. 

Though times changed greatly in the 
33 years he wes in that business in St. 
l.ouls he always retained some of that 
quality which romance has thrown 
around “mine host of ye tavern.’”” At 
ene time he was politically powerful 
and his saloon was rather a meeting 
place for himself and his friends and 
followers than a place of public resort. 
Many men went there primarily to talk 
ér argue with Carmody (for he was a 
fine arguer) and secondarily to partake 
of the “fine old wines and. liquors’ 
which he sold. 

“Cat Prices” on ; Drinks. 

But the old order changed and no one 
was quicker to scent the change than 
Carmody. When he realized that the 
saloon could no longer remain a forum 
ard support itself he made other ‘‘first- 
angel saloon keepers of St. Louis gaso 

y reducing the price of whiskey and 
mail mixed drinks” to 10 cents. The 
established price before that was 14 
cents. ' 

Once Subdued Prize Fizhter. 

A story is told of now Carmody, sin- 
gle-handed, subdued Charley Mitchell, 
the famous English prize fighter, and 
made Mitchell plead for mercy. Mitch- 
ell, as the story is told, entered Car- 
yody’s saloon one night about 2% years 
ago, when he was touring the country 
and loudly boasting that he could “lick 
John L. Sullivan.” His manager, Squire 
Abingdon, and his father-in-law, ‘‘Pony”’ 
Moore, were with him, After they had 
drunk several bottles of wine Mitchell 
ordered a glass of beer and, with some 
idea of humor, threw it in the bartend- 
er’s face. 

Carmody returned as Mitchell and Ab- 
ingdon were leaving the place. The 
bartender told him what had happened, 
but added: “I wouldn't raise.a fuss 
about it. That's Charley Mitchell.’’ 

Carmody ran to the sidewalk and saw 
Mitchell and his party stepping into a 
cab. He reached through the cab door, 
got a strangle grip on Mitchell's collar, 
pulled him out, slammed him up against 
the wall and shook him until he was 
breathless. Then he dragged him into

The de- 
cision also had the effect of breaking 
up the “gentlemen’s agreement’’ bi- 
partisan plan:of School Board nomina- 
tions which has been in effect for many 
years, the object of which was to take 
the School Board out of politics. 

The Board of Election Commisioners 
refused to accept A. C. Stewart and 
Jahn M. Wood as Democratic candi- 
dates for the Board of Education on the 
Republican ticket. Stewart and Wood 
were nominated by the Republican City 
Committee last Saturday to fill vacan- 
cles on the ticket, caused by the resig- 
nation of H. A. Rosskopf and Frank 
XxX. Hiemenz, 

But for the fact that Stewart and 
Wood were placed on the Republican 
ticket by the committee, the Conference 
of Civic Organizations would have nom- 
inated an independent ticket. The Can- 
ference was dissatisfied with the nomi- 
nations made by the Democratic and 
‘Republican conventrons, and held a 
meeting last Saturday to.make arrange- 
ments for nominating an independent 
ticket by petitions. The time for filing 
nominations expired last Monday, and 
it is now too late, under the law, to file 
any independent nominations. itis 

The Republican City Committee held 
itself in continuous session yesterday 
afternoon awaiting the decision ef the 
Election Board on protests against 
Stewart and Wood, filed by Dr. Paul 
Fletcher and Henry J. Bube. The com- 
mittee decided to put up a straight par- 
ty ticket after ‘the Election Commis- 
sioners had ruled that Stewart and 
Wood would not be accepted. 

Hiemenz and Rosskopf will be put 
back on the Republican ticket. The 
Democratic City Committee will meet 
this afternoon to select two candidates 
to fill out its ticket. The Democrats 
filed only two candidates—George Ernst 
and Dr. M. A. Frankenthal—nominees 
of the Democratic ‘city convention. They 
refused to put any Republicans on their 
ticket after the Republican City Com- 
mittee rejected Ernst and Frankenthal. 

The Republicans made a hard fight 
before the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners to retain Stewart and Wood on 
their ticket. Former Judge J. Hugo 
Muench, Henry Kortjohn and John 
Schmoll appeared before the board and 
argued that the Republican City Com- 
mittee had full power to fill vacancies 
on its ticket, and that it had acted for 
the best interests of the public schools 
in substituting. Stewart and Wood for 
Ernst and Frankenthal. 

Commissioners Drabelte; May anda” Bu- 
der voted to reject Stewart and Wood, 
and Commisioner Wright, a Progres- 
sive, voted to accept them. Buder is 
serving on the Election Board as a Re- 
publican.

OT long ago Sir Oliver Lodge, as- 
N serting his belief in immortality, 
suggested that there are various 
orders of spiritual beings forming a kind 
nf ascending hierarchy, all aiding in'’gov- 
erning the universe, under the supreme 
authority of the One Divine Creator.

The annual deposit of soot in the St. Louis 
district {s, according to the best estimate, 
27,000 tons, or about 350 tons per square 
mile. (Average in London, England, 4380 per 
square mile; in Pittsburg from 595 to 1950 


tons per square mile.) 

The annual cast of coal smoke to St. Louis, 
based on careful studies in Pittsburg, Chi- 
cago and Cleveland, is $10 per capita, or a to- 
tal of approximately $7,500,000. This cost is 
distributed in laundry bills, dry cleaning bills, 
exterior painting, sheet metal work (injured 
greatly), cleaning and renewing wall paper 
and lace curtains, artificial Mghting on dark 
days; cost to wholesale and retail stores (in 
damage to merchandise, extra precautions, 
cleaning and artificial lighting), cleaning of 
both interior and exterior of public. and 
quasi-public buildings; damage to trees and 
grass. The cost in doctors’ bills, poor health, 
loss of vitality and injury to the eyesight 
cannot be measured. 

This is the charge direct to the effect of 
emoke in the air. The cost in waste to 
coal users is also great—for the most coal 
is burned at only 45 to 50 per cent efficiency. 
With proper installations and careful firing, 
10 to 20 per cent less coal would be neces- 
sary—representing a total saving to the coal 
users of St. Louls of at least $2,600,000. Sum- 
ming up, the total annual cost of the smoke 
nufigance to public and coal users is $16,000,- 


000. 
It pays not to make smoke. Most smoke 


preventing Installations pay for themselves in 
a short time, except in very small plants. 
Large companies report savings of 650 per 
cent in coal bills.

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THE HAWAIIAN SUBMARINE HORROR. 


The disaster to the F'4 at Honolulu shows that 
Safety appliances for submarines are still in- 
adequate. England began the war with 96 of 
these craft of all types and Germany with 37, 
and both have since largely added to their under- | 
sea strength. It may be that losses due to 
structural defects or the failure of submarine 
mechanism have taken place and that news of 
it has been suppresséd. So far as the world 
knows, however, the only losses have been oc- 
casioned by the hazards of attacks. Why should 
19 American sailors have lost their Iives in tims 
of peace, from causes which apparently have been 
eliminated under the more exacting conditions of 
war service? 

No, other form of casualty impresses the public 
with greater horror. Invention must persist until 
greater protection is assured submarine crews. 
Apparently the new type of swift and powerful 
German undersea boats have perfected appHances 
our craft lack. Our navy must retire the older, 
unsafe types and confine maneuvers to newer 
models.

law, under which the United States has been able 
to weather the financial storms of the most dis- 
astrous war in history without the shadow of a 
panic. Even Mr. Bryan, who led the free silver 
crusade in 1896, used all his great influence to 
put this great measure on the statute books. 

Where is the hostility of which Mr. Root 
speaks? Where, for that matter, is there any 
general hostility toward business, such as that 
which raged during the Cleveland administration 
and was erected into the form of a political 
religion under the Roosevelt administration? 

Where is there a disposition in the states or in 
the nation to harass or persecute legitimate busi- 
ness of any kind, big or little? 

What, then, is business afraid off We do not 
know and we cannot even surmise. Not in 20 
years has it had so little to fear from Govern- 
ment. Not in 20 years has it known so clearly 
what was expected of it under the law. What 
more can it ask? 
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A CORRUPTING INFLUENCE. 

The United Railways’ chief claim agent, Mr. 
Harding, is quoted as saying that it is the cus- 
tom of the company to pay persons who give up 
their time to tell the company what testimony 
they are ready to give regarding an accident 
which they have witnessed, and also for time lost 


tin court while testifying. 


This admittedly vicious practice is calculated 
to corrupt and undermine justice. The law pro- 
vides for the compensation of witnesses. Com- 
pensation beyond that, except to experts in cer- 
tain cases, is to be scrutinized with suspicion— 
especially when it comes from the long purse of 
a street railway defendant in personal injury 
cases. The use of money may be unlimited on 
the pretext of paying for the “time” of the pros- 
pective witnesses, and its influence cannot be 
gainsaid. 
~ Would a corporation make a payment to its 
witnesses in open court and in the presence 
of the jury? What is to be said of the secret 
payment of money to prospective witnesses who 
thereafter fail to testify or fail to appear in 
court? What is to be said of the payment of 
money by the corporation defendant to prospect- 
ive witnesses of the plaintiff? 

Ethically the practice appears to be on a par 
with the spiriting away of witnesses, subornation 
of perjury, ambulance chasing and other evils 
that afflict justice, not all of which are defined 
in the criminal statutes. If the practice is as 
Mr. Harding is quoted.as describing it, the Cir- 
cuit Court should be at pains to observe and 
regulate it as far as *

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INFECTION IN OVERCROWDED CARS. | 
New Yorkers aré to get moré street cars and be 
less crowded because the City Health Department 
has proved that overcrowded cars are dangerous 
to the public health. 

The bacteriologists of the Health Department 
made tests which showed that the air in an over- 
crowded car was alive with the germs of pneu- 
monia, tuberculosis, influenza, measles, whooping 
cough, scarlet fever and other infectious and con- 
tagious diseases. According to the health authori- 
ties, every fourth person riding on the cars is a 


germ carrier. A healthy passenger might escape 
infection if he were not compelled to press against 
others possibly carrying disease germs and 
breathe air heavily charged with the infection. 

The New York World reports that every transit 
line in the city is obeying the orders of the Health 
Commissioner to put on more cars, 80 as to re- 
lieve the congestion, and that the overcrowding 
order will eventually be extended to the subway. 

St. Louis and other large cities that suffer from 
overcrowding and its consequences in the spread 
of diseases should follow New York’s lead in using 
the powers of the health authorities to put an 
end to this evil.

The Post-Dispatch today presents 
the second and third installments of 
the historical review of the war 
emanating from Frenth official 
sources and received by the Asso- 
ciated Press’ London bureau.

ty The Victory of ‘the Marne, Sept. 6 
to h—The Right of Kluck'’s Army 
If one examines on the 
positions of the 
Frenci: armies on Sept.

“Assuming all that. he was brought 
back to New York to answer for a crime. 
Can any honorable citizen of New York 
say that hts extradition can be used as 
a mere subterfuge for the execution of 
a warrant?’ 


Court Grows Inaistent. 
. Kennedy quoted a decision in —— 
of his contention. 

“Tt's a fact, isn't it,’’, asked Justice 
Scott, “that he could not have been 
brought back under the commitment? 
The question is, can the State of New 
York hold him on a process on which 
he could not have heen extradited?’ 

“The State observed good faith when 
it tried Thaw,” said Kennedy 

Presiding Justice Ingraham again in- 
terrupted: “‘The question is whether the 
State can, in honor, hold him itn face 
of the fact that it was demonstrated 
that his return to New York was un- 
just because he was found not gulilty.”’ 

“It doesn’t seem to me,”’ replied Ken- 
nedy, ‘“‘that when the State brings a 
man back it has to guarantee a convic- 
tion. We claim that the Dowling com- 
mitment, being in full force, Thaw 
should be turned over to the Matteawan 
authorities.” 

Justice Hotchkiss asked: “Do vou gv 
so far as to say that, having tried him 
for a crime of which he was declared 
innocent, the State can proceed against 
him in another matter?’’ 

Kennedy asserted that even if Thaw 
had been kidnaped in New Hampshire, 
he could have been forced to return to 
Matteawan. 

A member of the court remarked: 
“There would have been no breach of 
good faith in kidnaping. In that case 
the agents for the State might be pun- 
ished for their act."’ 

The Deputy Attorney-General was be- 
ginning another argument when the pre- 
siding Justice announced: “Your time 
is up.”’ 

A_  decisioy 
may be handed down by Friday.

—} UNDER PRIGE WILL 
T0 KEEP AT WORK 


Stenographer Was Financée of 
Man Who Ended Life on Car, 
Testament Reveals. 


Miss Sadie Smith, % years old. of 3939 
Sullivan avenue, who was enriched by 


$15,000 bequeathed in the will of William 
M. Price, secretary and treasurer of the 
J. O. Chenoweth Dyeing and Cleaning 
Co., said today that the money would 
make little difference ir her mode of life 
but that she would put it in the bank 
and go on with her work. Price killed 
himself on an Olive-Maryland car near 
Taylor and Maryland avenues, Sunday 
night. 

When the contents of his will became 
public vesterday, his brother, J. Boyle 
Price of the St. Regis Apartments, Lin- 
dell boulevard and King’s hignway, 
learned for the first time that William 
Price was engaged to marry Miss Smith. 
She had been his stenographer for six 
years. The will simply described her as 
‘my friend, Miss Sadie Smith.’’ 

Engaged More Than Year. 

The young woman, deeply grieved by 
his death, said her engagement to Mr. 
Price had existed for more than a year, 
and showed a diamond ring given to her 
in token of it. They had set no time 
for the wedding. It is understood that 
it was delayed because of the illness of 
Price’s mother, whose condition is so 
serious she has not been informed of the 
s0n’s death. 

J. Boyle Price deciared that all the 
provisions of the will would be carried 
out. He says he was not surprised that 
the betrothal had been Kept secret, as 
his brother was always reticent about 
his personal affairs. 

“T haven’t made any plans about what 
I shall do with the money,’’ Miss Smith 
said, ‘except to put it in the bank. Mr. 
Price’s death was so tragic that I have 
not tried to decide much about the fu- 
ture. I think I .will keep on working 
here, for a white at least.”’ 

Carried Much Insurance. 

Price's estate consists of a half in- 
terest in the Chenoweth company and 
life insurance. Of the latter about 
$15,000 was in straight life policies and 
about $20,000 was in accident insurance. 
The accident policies provide for double 
the face value if the holder dies on any 
public conveyance. Missouri courts have 
held that suicide does not invalidate ac- 
cident insurance.

which at the beginning of the campaign 
had been engaged in Belgian [Luxem- 
burg. The first had retreated on Aug. 
2th to Sept. 6th, from the Aisne to the 
north of the Marne and occupied the 
Keneral front Sezanne-Mailly. The gec- 
ond, more to the east had drawn back 
to the south of the lihe, Humbauville- 
Chateau-Beachamp-Bignicourt-Bleames- 
Mauruptle-Montoy. 

The enemy, in view of his right being 
arrested and the defeat of his enveiop- 
ing movement, made a desperate effort 
from the 7th to the 10th to pierce our 
center to the west and to the east of 
Fere Champeaux. On the 8th he stc- 
ceeded in forcing back the right of our 
new army which retired as far as Guur- 
gancon. On the 9th, at 6 o'clock in the 
morning, thero was a further retreat to 
the south of that village, while on the 
left the other army corps also had to go 
back to the line Allemant-Connantre. 

Despite this retreat the general com- 
manding the army ordered a general 
offensive for the same day. With the 
Morocco division, whose behavior was 
heroic, he met a furious assault of the 
Germans on his left toward the marsh- 
es of Saint Gond. Then with the divi- 
sion which had just victoriously over- 
come the attacks of the enemy to ths 
north of Sezanne, and with the whole 
of his left army corps, he made a flank- 
ing attack in the evening of the 8th, 
upon the German forces and notably 
the guard which had thrown back his 
right army corps. The enemy, taken by 
surprise by “this bold maneuver, did 
not resist and beat a hasty retreat. 

On the lith we crossed the Marne be- 
tween Tours-Sur-Marne and Sarry, driv- 
ing the Germans in front of us in dis- 
order. On the 12th we were in contact 
with the enemy to the north of the 
Camp-De-Chalons. Our other army of 
the center, acting on the right of the 
one just referred to, had been entrust- 
ed with the mission during the 7th, 
8th and Sth, of disengaging its neigh- 
bor and it was only on the 10th that, 
being reinforced by an army Corps from 
the east, it was able to make its action 
effectively felt. On the lith the Ger- 
mans retired. But, perceiving their 
Ganger, they fought desperately with 
enormous expenditure of projectiles be- 
hind strong entrenchments. On the 12th 
the result had none the less been at- 
tained and our two center armies Were 
solidly established on the ground gained 

Operations of Our Right. : 

To the right of these two armies were 
three others. They had orders to cover 
themselves to the north and to debouch 
toward the west on the flank of the 
enemy which was operating to the west 
of the Argonne. But a wide interval in 
which the Germans were in force sepa- 
rated them from our center. The attack 
took place, nevertheless, with very bril- 
liant success for our artillery, which

On the Mth inet. the Bighth and Fit- 
teenth German Army Corps counter-at- 
tacked, but were repulsed, On the llth 
our progress continued with new suc- 
cesses and on the 12th we were able to 
face round toward the north in expecta- 
tion of the near and inevitable retreat 
of the enemy, which in fact took place 
from the i3th. 

The withdrawal of the mass of the 
German force involved also ihat of the 
left. From the 12th onward the forces 
of the enemy operating between Nancy 
and the Vosges retreated in @ hurry be- 
fore our two armies of the éast, which 
immg@diately occupied the positions that 
the enemy had evacuated. The offensive 
of our right had thus prepered and con- 
solidated in the most useful way the re- 
sult secured by our left and our center. 

Such was this seven days’ battle, in 
which more than 2,000,000 men were e1i- 
gaged. Each army gained ground, step 
by step, opening the road t its neigh- 
bor, supported at once by it, taking in 
flank the adversary, which, the day be 
fore, it had attacked in the front, the 
efforts of one articulating closely with 
those of the other, a perfect unity of 
intention and method animating the su- 
preme command. 

To give this victory all its meaning it 
is necessary to add that it was gained 
by troops who for two weeks had been 
retreating and who, when the order for 
the offensive was given, were found to 
be as ardent as on the first day. It 
also hag to be said that these troops had 
to meet the whole German army and 
that from the time they marched for- 
ward they never again fell back. Under 
their pressure the German retreat at 
certain times had the appearance of 4 
rout. 

In spite of fatigue of our men, in spite 
of the power of thé German heavy ar- 
tillery, we took colors, guns, mitrall- 
leuses, shells, more than 1,000,000 cart. 
‘ridges and thousands of prisoners. A 
German corps lost almost the whole of 
its artillery, which, from information 
brought by our airmen, was destroyed 
by our gune. 

The Rush to the Sean, Sept, 18 to 
Oct. yy trae Charneter of the 
Action e 
Atte’ Ad aetna Btle Mal R: 
dected our left army to have as im- 
pertant forces as possible on the night 
bank of the Oise. On Sept. 17 he made 
that instruction more precise by order- 
ing “a mass to be constituted on the 
left wing of our disposition, capable of 
coping with the vutflanking movement 
of the enemy.” 

Everything led us to expect that flank- 


ing movement, for the Germans are not 


lacking in invention. Indeed, their ef- 
fort at that time lende@ to, a renewal 
of their maneuvers of August. In this 
parallel race the opponents were bound 
in. the end to be stopped only by tho 
sea; that ts what happened about Oct. 
20. 

The Germans had an advantage over 
us which is obvious from a glance at 
the map—the concentric form of their 
front which shortened the length of 
their transports. In spite of this ini- 
tial inferiority we arrived in time. From 
the middle of September to the last 
week in October fighting went on con- 
tinually to the north of the Oise, but all 
the time we were fighting we were 
slipping northward. On the German 
side this movement brevght into line 
more than 18 new army cerps (12 ac- 
tive army corps, six reserve corps, 
four cavalry corps). On our side it 
ended in the constitution of three fresh 
armies on our left and fn the transport 
into the same district of the British 
army and the Belgian army from Ant- 
werp. 

For the conception and realization of 
this fresh and extended disposition the 
French command, In the firet place, had 
to reduce to a minimum the needs for 
effectives of our armies to the east of 
the Oise and afterward to utilize to the 
utmost our meéans of transport. It suc- 
ceeded in this and when at the end of 
October thé battle of Flanders opened, 
when the Germans, having completed 
the concentration of their forces, at- 
tempted with flerce energy to turn or te 
pierce our left they flung themselves 
upon a resistance which inflicted upon 
them a complete defeat. 

Deployment of a Firat Army. 

The movement began on our side only 
with the resources of the army which 
had held the left of our front during 
the battle of the Marne, r“nfoerced on 
Sept. 15 vy one army corps. 

This reinforcement, not being suffi- 
cient to hold the enemy’s offensive (dis- 
trict of Vaudelincourt-Mouechy-Baugy) 
a fresh army was transported more to 
the left with the task “of actinc> «cainst 
the German right wing in order to ws- 
engage ite neighbor—while preserving a 
flanking direction in its march in rela- 
tion to the fresh units that the enemy 
might be able to put into line.”
